WICE in the course of every vear-~on 
a blustery day in early spring and 
on a still, golden day in autumn—the 
familiar figure comes down the hill 
towards Cloonagh, and children call back 
through the open doors to the women who 
work inside, ‘‘ Here’s the basket lad 
comin’.””

Nor 
has anyone asked the pedlar for 
something that he failed to produce. He 
lifts a corner of the coverlet and hands 
out the hootlaces, the cup and saucer, the 
coarse lace, the safety pins, even the meat 
skewers used by the more exalted members 
of the community, and, with everything 
he supplies. a story that has been brought 
to his mind by the sight of the article he 
is selling; for the basket lad has words at 
will, 

Mick is one of the most faithful 
customers that the littl man has in 
Cloonagh, though his bi-vearly purchases 
are not very extensive: they consist of 
two :pairs of leather hootlaces—nothing 
more.

Tourist interest in the Claddagh has 
been allowed to obscure the interest of that 
other quarter of fisher folk, the Faythe 
of Wexford. Its picturesque features are 
not so pronounced as those that colour the 
City of the Tribes, but its self-sufficiency 
marks it apart, The rest of the town jibe 
at the men of the Faythe as Hessians, and 
resentment at that has caused more than 
one resort to violence, for they are Irish to 
the bone. Saint Martin’s Day with them is 
kept as a holiday, and very short acquain- 
tance with them will make you possessed 
of the story of that terrible Saint Martin’s 
Day when the bay teemed with herring so 
that the not too prosperous fishers forgot 
their holiday and, in spite of warning, 
put to sea. The masters of two of the 
vessels who put out after the others sensed 
bad weather and made harbour agam not 
too soon. The remainder were caught by 
tempest in the midst of their fishing and 
were unable to beat their way back. 
Sixtv-five women were widowed by that 
day’s work, and it is small wonder that 
reinains a vital memory.

Beach-combing. 


According to an American journal, the 
lowly occupation of beach-combing has now 
been elevated to the realms of big business.

The Crowing Hen. 


Until the other dav I did not know 
that the crowing of a hen had any sinister 
significance. I was calling at a country 
house at the moment when the vanithee 
was killing a bird which, to my eyes, 
seemed to be no chicken. So I asked why 
that bird was being sacrificed. ‘* She’ll 
crow no more in this world,’’ said the 
woman, and. seeing that I still looked 
blank, she added that '“if a hen do be 
after crowing, ‘tis a sign there'll be a 
funeral, so we make sure that the funeral 
shall be her own, and that’s the way of 
it.”” I asked then was there any evidence 
to connect a crowing hen with death, and 
she told me that a neighbour’s hen had 
crowed one evening over the cabin where 
was a fine three-year-old calf; that at 
night the calf had been never so healthy, 
hut by morning it was dead, and the hen 
‘‘ foreshowed it.” It does, however, seem 
a hard judgement and out of keeping with 
our times that the hen should he 
condemned to death merely for trying to 
imitate her lord and master. When the 
woman had said her say, I caught myself 
clucking, and not liking the look I saw 
in her eye, I hastily took my leave.

Drinking Customs. 


Richard Twiss, in his account of his 
tour in Ireland, remarks that in the 
eighteenth century it was held that “no 
man. who drank ever died of drinking, 
but that many died learning.” The advice 
of fathers to their sons was “ make your 
head while you are young,’’ and this was 
carried out to such good effect that, in 
1763, £67,000 worth of claret was 
consumed in Ireland. 

Many odd customs existed at this time. 
If a toper left the room, his glass was 
filled with pieces of paper for every round 
missed, and, on his return, he had to 
drink either an equivalent number of 
glasses of wine or of salt and water. 
Untried drinkers often had their shoes 
removed and the first bottles were then 
smashed in the doorway, so that they could 
not leave before their elders. 

Swift circulation was attained by the 
use of round-bottomed decanters, and 
often the stems of wine glasses were broken 
off for the saine purpose.

HE Northern Prime Minister at last 

has broken the self-imposed silence 
on public affairs which he had ve 
tained almost since he returned from his 
holidays on the other side of the world. 
Last Saturday night he attended a meet- 
ing of the Ulster Unionist Labour Asso- 
ciation, but he had nothing fresh to say 
to the members. He repeated what he 
had said already in an interview—thaf, 
from all he had seen in his travels, he 
believed that the people of Ulster were as 
well off as those in any other part of the 
Empire which he had visited. Touching 
upon agriculture, the Premier said that 
he had studied conditions in New Zealand 
and had found a few ways in which the 
home industry, particularly with regard to 
dairying, might be helped. These 
matters. he added, were being considered 
by his colleagues and himself. 

The farraing community, however, do 
not look for a solution of their problems 
in that direction, and are more likely to 
pin their faith to the policy of scientific 
development advocated by mir Edwaril 
Archdale, an expert who understands the 
situation. 


A CALL FOR THRIFT. 


The Premier’s call for thrift is more 
likely to cause comment than his theories 
about transforming eahausted boglands 
into pasture fields. He criticised the 
credit system of purchase, and advised his 
audience, and through them the general 
public, not to be led away by methods 
of easy money payments, but to keep 
out of debt, and carry on in the old- 
fashioned solid method of investing s.ch 
sums as might accrue in the course of a 
year by putting them into the bank or by 
purchasing Ulster Saving Certificates. 
Then, when they had the money in hand, 
let them buy what they liked, either in 
necessaries or luxuries. 

This may be excellent advice, but the 
trouble with thousands of Ulster people 
at present is that they have nothing to 
save, and even find it difficult to make 
ends eet. Nor will it appeal to 
hundreds of business firms. Curiously 
enough, the system so severely criticised 
by the Prime Minister has developed 
enormously in Belfast during the past few 
years, many important firms having 
adopted the ‘‘ easy payment '” method of 
selling. It extends to the purchase of 
houses, motor cars, bicycles, furmture, 
pianos and all sorts of musical instru- 
ments, including wireless sets and even 
clothing. 


GLOOM-INSPIRING FIGURES. 


It is a singniar fact that, while the 
emigration figures in the Bree State are 
diminishing year by year, they are 
steadily increasing in Northern Ireland. 
Since the Six-County State was set up 
it is estimated that at least a hundred 
thousand persons have emigrated from 
the North, and the drain ts going on 
steadily. It is not unusual to find 
several liners lying in Belfast 
Lough waiting to take up passengers dur- 
ing the week-end. On Saturday last one 
steamer embarked over four handred 
young men and women, and large con- 
tingents are leaving continually. A 
Belfast morning paper points out that 
during 1929 the number of adults who 
emigrated from the province was 10,840, 
the highest on record, as compared with 
7.366 in 1925, whereas in the Free State 
the figures have declined from 29,100 in 
1925 to 19,805 last year. 

On the other hand, the ‘unemployment 
returns from the labour exchanges con- 
tinue to show a steady increase in the 
workless army. For the week ended 3lst 
March, the total was 05,654, an advance 
of 2,331 over the previous week's numbers, 
This is fully double the number returned 
two or three years ago, and, unfortunately, 
the tendency 1s ever upwards. The present 
increase is attributed to applications for 
benefit under the new Unemployment 
Insurance Act and the unemployment 
among short-time workers in the linen 
industry, During March the average 
number of persons on the Labour Exchange 
reqcisters was 48,486, of whom 30,162 were 
men and 814 were boys, while there were 
16,850 women and 680 girls. It is an 
unhappy circumstance that unemployment, 
and emigration should be increasing 
together. The candle of State scems to be 
burning at both ends.

£250,000 INSURANCE PAYMENT. 

Mr. Poole said that the British Govern.

enemy action, pending.a sufficient sum from 
Germany to pay the amounts, and the British 
Government looked upon that fund as a fund 
which they were entitled to have replaced.

Mr. Justice Johnston--Did the company 
actually get £250,000’ 

Mr. Poole—They did, from the insurers— 
that is, Lloyds. 

As a result of the loss’—Yes. 

NO PROTECTION. 

What authority have you been in communi- 
cation with?—We were in communication 
with different departments of the Board of 
Trade, the Reparation Commission and the 
Ministry, and we have the whole correspon- 
dence before your lordship. 

Counsel read correspondence that had 
taken place on the subject, and in reply to 
his*lordship, said that the Leinster, to a 
large extent, had been used to carry soldiers, 
and that at the time wher the ship was 
sunk there were ‘soldiers on board. Mr. 
Watson, of the City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company, actually had applied for protec- 
tion for the company’s steamers. The 
company asked for protection for the mail 
boat, and protection was refused. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I remember travel. 
ling on the Leinster on one occasion, and 
there were two destroyers, one ahead and 
one behiad. 

Mr, Peole—At the time when the Leinster 
was sunk there was no protection of any 
kind, and that was a bitter complaint of 
the directors of the company. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, having heard the 
correspondence read, said that there was 
no question that the matter had been finally 
settled, and could not be gone into again. 

Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Hayes 
and Sons), who appeared for the petitioners, 
said that he agreed that this was a hopeless 
claim, and that there was no use in pursuing 
it. 

A representative of Messrs, Barrington and 
Son, solicitors for Mr. Lambert, representing 
the ordinary shareholders of the company, 
supported the application. 

THE TREATY OF PEACE, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the claim 
for compensation had been considered by the 
Roval Commisison and rejected, and it was 
clear under the terms on which that Com- 
misison was appointed, that its decisions 
were to be final and conclusive. In the 
circumstances, he had nothing to do but 
take notice of the fact that the claim had 
been considered and rejected. 

The only other source of possible com- 
pensation was the Economic Clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles, which was the Treaty 
of peace between the allied countries and 
Germany, but it appeared from a letter of 
Mr. Clements, an official of the veparation 
schemes section of the Board of Trade. that 
the economic clauses of that Treaty did not 
apply to a case such as the present. 

His lordship had not had an opportunity 
of going into the Treaty from the point of 
view of this claim very minutely, but his 
recollection was that that statement of the 
fact was perfectly accurate, and in the cir 
cumstances he thought that it would be 
hopeless to ask Mr, Telford to continue his 
efforts to get compensation. Accordingly, he 
would make an order giving Mr. Telford 
permission to abandon the claim.

NINETEENTH CENTURY IDEAL

drink, clothes and amusements. On the 
other hand. he might elect to take on larger 
family responsibilities ; or he might invest 
the money, or give it to a bank or insurance 
company to invest. [f people in general 
choose to invest instead of spending the 
money on motor cars, the nature of their 
choice is broadly to give a preference to 
effort devoted to the production of instrumen- 
tal or producers’ goods, as against goods that 
minister to the present gratification and en- 
joyment of the individual. The investment 
will generally take the physical form of fac- 
tories, plant and machinery, vehicles of trans- 
port, and so on, and the ultimate effect of 
the investment will be to make possible the 
support of a larger population at thie same 
or a higher standard of living. Thus, in so 
far as motor cars compete for spending power 
with larger savings, the effect of the system 
of hire purchase is to divert capital and 
labour towards the production of things 
which will make for immediate enjoyment, 
and away from the production of things 
which make possible an increased rate of ex- 
pansion in population. : 

It would seem that mankind has decided 

that the world is gettin; overcrowded, and 

has adopted the principle that it is better 
that humanity’s standard of living should be 

raised than that its numbers should be in- 

creased. Which is better: a larger population 

at the existing standard of living or the 

same population he at a higher standard ? 

There can be no final decision as to what is 

the optimum population. Each new cycle of 

everations may decide in a different sense.

the ideal of the nineteenth century.

“ Ulster,” Mr. McGee was for a number of 
years in the United States, where he did 
much to popularise golf. He was a member 
of the Ulster Reform Club and the Royal 
Belfast Golf Club.

MR. LEMASS’S CHALLENGE TO 
GOVERNMENT. 

Speaking at Loughrea last Sunday, Mr. 
Sean Lemass, ‘T.D., said that he believed 
thet the people were prepared to put Cumann 
na nGaedheal in a minority at the next 
general election. He believed that the vote 
in the Dail last Thursday week was a reflec- 
tion of the mind of the country. If Mi. 
Cosgrave or his colleagues had any doubt as 
to whether or not that was the case, then he 
(Mr. Lemass). on behalf of the Fianna Fail 
Party, challenged him to put it to the test by 
calling a general election now. He had no 
dcubt that the people only were waiting the 
opportunity to sweep them bag and baggage 
from office. If Mr. Cosgrave thought that 
he could secure a majority at another elec 
tion, then it was for him to get that majority 
be‘ore proceeding further with his party’s 
legislative programme. The Government had 
lost the confidence of the people, and, that 
being so, they had no right to pledge their 
credit by floating another loan, and no right 
to impose upon the people laws which thev 
did not want, and which would in the future 
have to be repealed. 


THE LABOUR PARTY. 


The leader of the Labour Party, Mr. 
Lemass continued, made a speech im con 
nection with the proposal to elect Mr. de 
Valera which was deseribed by the London 
Times as a sene constitutional speech, Now, 
when the leader of a Labour Party much 
less the leader of an Irish Labour Party, 
found himself being praised by the London 
7':mes, he should examine his conscience. 
He understood that there was to be a 
meeting in Dublin to reorganise this Labour 
Party, He thought that it was a great thing 
that they should have in Ireland a nice, 
respectable, hard-hatted. frock coated party, 
and this the Labour Party now was becoming. 
It was a good thing that there was some body 
of men ab which stood for respectability 
above everything else, and the Labour Party 
stood for nothing else. Their principles appear 
to be non-existent; they are whole-hog for 
nothing, and half-hog for everything. They 
might, in fact, be called the Bonham Party. 
(Laughter.) ‘Those who had not got definite 
views about anything in particular, tut who 
want, above all things, to be respectable, 
would find their spiritual home within ihe 
ranks of that organisation. 

Mr. Lemass, in conclusion, said that. in nis 
opinion, Mr. de Valera was the only man 
capable of ‘leading Ireland out of the 
morass, back to the place in which we all 
want to see her.”

Many hotel pro- 
prietors desirous of making extensions to 
their premises have no means of obtaining 
money at a reasonable rate of interest for 
that purpose, though in most European coun- 
tries competing with us State credit is avail- 
able. Then, again, the difficulty of securing 
efficient staffs tends to retard development 
and improved efficiency.. Finally, our licens- 
ing regulations, making practically no distine- 
tion as between a hotel and a public-house, 
continue to deny to hotel proprietors that 
separate identity in the economic life of the 
country to which their duty to their guests 
and thei potentialities for industrial develop- 
ment entitle them. 
“We are glad to report that pubhe bodies 
throughout the Irish Free State are now prac- 
tically unanimous in supporiing our mdaove- 
ment. Already twenty-six out of twenty- 
seven county councils have voted grants for

FREE STATE MINISTER'S 
ADDRESS IN GERMANY.

“The Irish Free 
Future,” was the subject of an 
delivered by Dr. D. A. Binchy, the 
Free State Minister, to a largely attended 
meeting of the Society for the Study ol 
Foreign Affairs in Berlin. He dealt at 
length with the national characteristics of 
the Irish people, foremost among which 
was an intense national consciousness, 
born of pride in their country’s traditions 
and history. No country in the world, 
he declared, had been so passionately 
Joved and so unselfishly served, even in 
the darkest days of her history. ‘The 
failure of British government in Ireland, | 
despite the good intentions of many | 
British administrators, was due to a| 
fundamental difference between the two 
peoples. Irish nationalism was not based 
on anti-British feeling, and the relations 
hetween Ireland and Great Britain 
the Treatv of 1921 were more friendly 
than at any time since the Conquest. 
Dr. Binchy said that the Free 
meant [reland, as was clear from the first 
article of the Treaty. There was only one 
Irish State, the Free State. The six 
counties of North-East Ulster, which had 
been allowed to opt out of the Irish State 
and remain under English rule, were, 
despite their high-sounding title of 
'“ Northern Ireland.” merely a province 
of Great Britain, possessing certain dele- 
gated powers of local administration. The 
people of the Free State firmly believed 
that time would bring about the peacefal 
incorporation of the Six Counties in the 
Irish State, but this wonld be realised 
by mutual consent and not by violence. 


A CO-EQUAL MEMBER. 

Dealing with Ireland's position in the

The Serail. 


The authorities of the new Turkey have 
thrown open to the public that part of the 
famous Topkapou Palace which, for four 
hundred years, housed the establishments 
of the Sultans. We learn that the furni- 
ture displays a marked Venetian influence, 
a fact which ought not to surprise us 
when we remember that the Lion of St. 
Mark and the Crescent .‘ Islam, in the 
sixteenth century, fought bitterly for the 
trade of the Levant. It is a curious 
feature of the psychology of countries who 
have achieved a republican government 
that they preserve with intense care—even 
with pride—the relics of their former 
monarchs. All visitors to Soviet Russia 
are conducted religiously through the 
corridors, halls and rooms of Tsarskoe 
Selo, while Republican France reveres 
Versailles and laments the fury that de. 
stroyed the Tuileries. Yet this tendency 
is defensible, because it is a proof of a 
nation’s pride in her history. In Turkey, 
especially, most of the important decisions 
ot other days were made in the Seraglio. 
Here that grim patriot, Amurath IV., 
succeeding as a child to the sabre of Otto- 
man, read the report which told him that 
the Treasury had been stopped by the 
favourites of his predecessor. ‘‘Inshallah,”’ 
said the boy, “I will refill it with their 
goods.” Here the same Sultan, now a 
youth, was forced to sacrifice, to the rage 
of the Janissaries, his Vizier, who had 
attempted reform at his behest. A few 
years later, from the same palace, Sultan 
Amurath IV., in the full vigour of his 
prime, embarked upon a vengeance and a 
reconstruction that were savage and com- 
plete. In the Topkapou Palace, in 
Versailles, in Tsarskoe Selo, and in the 
Tower of London the excesses of tyrants 
are mellowed in memory by the heroisms 
of the great.

CHANGES, 


A BUDGET SECRET. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Monday. 

In connection with the rumours to the 
effect that the Tariff Board is contemplating 
introducing changes’ in the tariff which would 
benefit Great Britain to the detriment of the 
United States, it is pointed out here that 
the Tariff Board’s recommendations to the 
Government are always confidential and for 
Government consideration. Any changes in 
the tariff are always kept a close secret until 
the ‘Budget speech is delivered. 

The Budget statement will probably be 
made iate in the present month, and till then 
no definite forecasts as to the policy to be 
adopted can be made, although the Budget is 
generally expecied to contain various tariff 
changes. 

The introduction of the Budget has been 
postponed until after the Easter recess, im 
accordance with the desire of the Govern- 
ment to await developments at Washington 
in connection with the revision of the Treaty 
with the United States, which will have an 
obvious reflex on the Canadian tariff and the 
general fiscal policy of the Government.

Lord Glenavy’s remarks, at an ex- 
Service men’s dinner last Saturday in 
Dublin, on “the tiresome delay in regard 
to the War Memorial,” have focussed 
public attention once more on this 
question. He urged that the Free State 
Executive Council should devote a site in 
one of Dublin’s large parks for a memorial 
worthy of the object for which the money 
was collected. 

The attitude of the Government, it 
seems, is unchanged. It was stated 
yesterday that the Government was willinz 
to facilitate, so far as it could, the erec- 
tion of a memorial, but none of the pro- 
posals made hitherto had met with 
Government approval. 


COMMITTEE’S PROPOSALS. 

It was suggested by the Committee some 
time ago that Merrion square should be 
opened as a memorial park, and later that 
a memorial gate should be erected at the 
Pheenix Park, but the Government would 
not agree to either of these proposals, on 
the ground chiefly that such a memorial 
would have a party character, and might 
require “ a perpetual guard of soldiers or 
police to protect it.” 

Incidentally, the War Memorial Com- 
mittee is accused of being narrow- 
minded, and of not considering the ques- 
tion in the light of recent events in 
Ireland. 


A PUBLIC HALL. 

What are the Government’s alternative 
proposals? A few months ago members of 
the Memorial Committee met Ministers, 
and it was suggested later that the 
Government was willing to give a piece of 
land in the vicinity of Chapelizod which 
could be made into a memorial park, the 
roads to the park to be built out of public 
funds. This suggestion did not mect with 
favour, and nothing more was heard of it. 

It appears, then, that the Government 
is against the erection of a memorial arch 
or statue within the city, but has let it 
be known that it would offer facilities for 
the erection of a building, such as a con- 
cert hall, which would be both beautiful 
and of service to the citizens. A portion of 
the building, it is suggested, could he 
dedicated to the memory of the men who 


died in the Great War.

GOVERNMENT AND 
THE TOURIST, 


POSITION IN THE FREE 
STATE. 
By Our Porirical. CORRESPONDENT. 


Recently a deputation representing the 
Irish. Tourist Development Association 
met Mr. Blythe and Mr. MeGilligan, and 
discussed with them at length a proposal 
that the Free State Government should 
assist tourist development by giving an 
annual grant from public funds to the 
Association. The suggestion was that. for 
every pound subscribed to the Association 
by local authorities, hotels and other con- 
cerns, the Government should subscribe 
another pound. This would mean, roughly. 
that the Government would subscribe 
£10,000 a year for tourist development. 

The Ministers have been considering the 
proposal since, and will, no doubt, agree 
to give some Government aid to the work 
of the Association. The Government feels, 
however, that those who benefit most from 
the development of the tourist traffic—the 
railways and the hotels—should pay 
larger subscriptions than at present. 

The Government, it appears, would be 
willing to give a subsidy equivalent to the 
total income of the Association from these 
sources, but does not favour granting a 
pound for pound subsidy for the income 
which comes from rates levied by local 
authorities.

DEATH OF CANON 
THOMPSON. 


LOSS TO THE CHURCH 
OF IRELAND, 


A STUDENT OF HISTORY. 


~ 


We much regret to announce the death, 
which took place suddenly last night at 
his residence, St. Catherine's Rectory, 
Dublin, of the Rey. Canon Hugh Walter 
Brownlow Thompson, B.A., B.D. 

Born in 1872, the eldest son of the late 
Canon David Thompson, Rector of Glen- 
columbkille Parish, Co. Donegal, Canon 
Thompson began his studies for the 
Church at an early age, and after a 
successful college career, during which he 
passed the JAvinity Testimonium Examina- 
tion in Dabdlin University, was appointed 
a deacon in 1896. He became curate of 
the Parish of St. Benedict, Glastonbury, 
and, having remained in that parish for 
two years, was transferred to the Parish 
of Drumholme. In 1901 he was elected 
rector of the Parish of Raymunterdoney, 
and in 1903 became rector of Kil- 
cronaghan, where he served until 1906, 
when he was appointed curate of Holy 
Trinity Church, Rathmines. In 1912 he 
was elected rector of St. Catherine’s 
Parish, where he served faithfully till the 


end. . The degree of B.D. was conferred 
on him in 1903. In 1901 he married 
Clare, daughter of Robert Carnegie, of 
Dublin. 


DEFENCE OF THE CHURCH. 


Canon Thompson will be remembered 
because of his charm of manner, sterling 
character, and the strong stand taken by 
him against attacks made on the Church 
of Ireland by certain factions. For some 
years he was editor of the Church of 
Ireland Gazette, and in this journal, as 
in others, he was ever ready to defend 
the claims of the Church which he loved 
and faithfully served. 

In his writings he showed extreme 
courtesy, and a knowledge which indicated 
ripened scholarship and jmastery of his- 
torical data. From his ‘earliest days he 
was an enthusiastic historical student, and 
made a special study of the Reformation 
movement in Ireland. 


EDUCATION OF THE YOUNG. 

On many occasions he was engaged im 
delicate and diflicult negotiations in con- 
nection with Church property, and to the 
numerous clerical boards on which he sai 
he brought well-reasoned views. He was 
a member of the General Synod and the 
Representative Church Body. One of his 
chief interests lay in the education of the 
young, and the proof of this is to he 
fonnd in the excellence of the parish 


schools in which he was much concerned. 


An Elrington Prizeman, he was Examin- 
ing Chaplain to the Archbishop of Dublin, 
and was a Canon of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin. He was the author ot 
“ The Evidence for and Objective Reality 
of the Resurrection,’’ and of several works 
dealing with the history of old Dublin 
parishes, especially St. Catherme’s.

SOME ALARMING 
CONCLUSIONS,

The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article:—A correspondent has taken ad 
vantage of the elections for Urban District 
Councils now in progress to analyse in our 
columns during the last few days the volume 
and incidence of local public expenditure. He 
reaches some alarming conclusions. 

The total of such expenditure during the 
year 1926-27 (the latest for which full figures 
ars available) was £519;587,629, or more than 
three times the comparable total for 1915-14. 
If expenditure defrayed by loans js omitted, 
and only the loss upon the revenue-producing 
services taken into account, the total expen- 
diture in 1926-27 was some £2835,000,000, as 
against some £104,500,000 in 1915-14. 

EXPENDITURE GOES UP. 

Although the cost of living fell by no less 
than fifty-eight points between 1921 and 1927, 
and although the wholesale prices of raw 
materials are in many cases little above the 
1913-14 level, expenditure has shown no cor- 
responding decline. Indeed, it rose during 
the same six years—1921-27—in respect of the 
major public services with which local 
authorities are concerned from £221,000,000 
to £255,500,000. Nor has the fall in the cost 
of living and in prices been reflected to any 
appreciable extent in the demands made upon 
the ratepayers. 

The estimated expenditure from the rates 
in 1921-22 was £192,000,000. The estimated 
total of rates collected in 1926-27 was 
£180,000,000, and in 1928-29, aiter a further 
fall of three points in the cost of living had 
taken place, it was £188,000,000. 

It is clear, in any case, that what has a 
bearing on the prosperity of industry is not 
the totals of local or of national expenditure 
separately, but the total of the two together, 
adds The Times. Adjustments of incidence 
between the two, such as were effected by 
the De-rating Act, may do something to ease 
the burden on those who provide the greatest 
amount, but do not cancel the need for genera! 
economy.

GREAT ATLANTIC 
STORM. 


110 MILES AN HOUR WIND. 


From ‘‘Tus Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Vonday. 
Liners coming into New York repor 
having passed one ot the worst storms evei 
known in the North Atlantic. 
Captain George Fried, of the 
States liner America, who docked thi:

On March 
3lst, when the wind vose to 110 miles an 
hour, the barometer reading was 28.10 in.

During the storm the 
America received an 8.0.8. from the Swedish 
cargo steamer, Belos, which reported that 
she was in the midst of a violent storm with 
her rudder gone and her engines stopped. 
The America was too far away to go to her 
help, but sent out a general call for help to 
other ships. When the storm was at its 
worst the wind, Captain Fried said, seemed 
to blow from all directions. 
A similar report was brought in last week 
by Captain Prothero of the Mauretania.

REDEMPTION OF LOANS.

PARIS, Monday. 

The Senate began this afternoon a discus- 
sion of the revenue side of the Budget, known 
as the Finance Bill. 

M. Paul Reynaud, Minister of Finance, 
replying to the strictures of M. Caillaux, 
remarked that it was not always easy to 
redeem loans, but that nevertheless the 
Government would eventually proceed to the 
redemption of a certain number, beginning 
with the Kreuger loan, made by the Kreuger 
and Toll Company, Stockholm, which has 
taken over from the Swedish Match Company 
and International Match Corporation ho 
amounts of Foreign Government bonds re- 
ceived against loans made in connection with 
match monopolies. He then outlined the 
measures which the Government intended to 
take, particularly with regard to reductions 
in taxation, which was at present weighing 
heavily on the market. 

M. Germain Martin, Minister of the 
Budget, laid stress on the necessity of main- 
taining a strict balance between expenditure 


-an® revenue, and dwelt on the dangers of 


certain proposed new outlay. If, he said, 
the military pensions scheme were to be 
extended it would mean a further outlay of 
6,000,000,000 franes, which he was anxious 
to spare the country. He hoped that France 
might again take her place as an important 
international money market by means of her 
policy of reducing rates of interest. He 
deeried fiscal measures, which rendered diffi- 
cult the placing of sound securities on the 
French market.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESY MINSTER, Monday. 

The Government's Slum sClearance Bill, 
which figures under the title of the Housing 
(No. 2) Bill, was explained this evening by 
Mr. Arthur Greenwood, on the motion for 
the second reading. 

The Minister grew quite eloquent in de- 
nouncing the conditions under which so many 
people had to live. The housing problem, 
he said, was not a mere question of bricks 
and mortar. What he aimed at was the 
‘provision of proper housing conditions for 
the people who desired them. He was not 
against pig-styes for pigs, but he was utterly 
opposed to pig-styes for human beings, who, 
whether they liked it or not, were invested 
with the responsibility of citizenship. 

Progress in slum clearance had been de- 
plorably slow, mainly due to the complicated 
law and the procedure involved, and to the 
fact that many local authorities kept in the 
forefront of their minds normal housing re- 
quirements. No doubt a good deal could be 
done hy reconditioning, but in a great many 
cases reconditioning would not meet the case. 

AN ORDERED ATTACK, 

3ut whilst the slum problem occupied the 
most prominent place in the bill, the measure 
contained provisions dealing with the geveral 
housing question. In making an ordered 
attack upon slum conditions local authorities 
must have three classes of cases in mind :— 

(1)—A clearance area—that was an area 
where conditions were so bad that only a 
complete clearance would be satisfactory; . 

(2)— An improvement area—an area In 
which dwellings. might be worth saving and 
made habitable; and 

(3)—Individual bad houses which ought to 
be repaired or demolished. Oe 

He explained the provisions in the bill for 
dealing with these three aspects of the 
question. i 

Under the bill loca] authorities were given 
general power to dispose of the land of a 
cleared area. They might also require an 
owner to demolish a building, or they might 
themselves purchase an area and arrange for 
the demolition. A cleared site would revert 
to the owners, who could do what they liked 
with it, subject to the local by-laws or town 
planning schemes. It could not be said that 
the owners had been robbed of anything 
which was worth having. They would still 
have the land. What could be fairer? 
(Opposition laughter and Ministerial cheers.) 

In the case of reconditioning the respon- 
sibility would rest with the owner as to 
individual houses, but the responsibility for 
improving a whole area would rest with the 
local authority. 

Dealing with the important matter of com- 
pensation, he said that he saw no reason 
for altering the basis fixed by the Act. of 
1919. As the law stood at present a con- 
demned house was worth nothing. That was 
right. The site value, of course, remained. 
The bill, he explained, made reasonable pro- 
vision for the costs of removal. 

DOWRY FOR BABIES. 

In regard to the building programme, in 
érder that ‘local authorities might develop 
coherent policies in carrying out housing 
schemes, it was provided that borough, urban 
and district authorities, with populations over 
20,000, should, in this year and every fifth 
year, submit a programme. As to finance, 
they proposed to make a very substantial 
change in the basis of Exchequer assistance 
for re-housing purposes. The new grant 
would be on a unit basis. The grant would 
be a grant per person, per man, woman or 
child. (Labour cheers.) 

All the babies born in slums from now 
onwards would enjoy a dowry such as no 
state had ever conferred on children. . Not 
that they could spend it on themselves. It 
would be a grant which would enable those 
children to be moved to more congenial sur- 
roundings. The grant would be an annual 
one for forty years. The grant would be 4%s. 
a vear for forty years per person rehoused 
under the bill. In the case of a family of 
five that would mean £11 5s. per year for 
forty years. In the case of a person dis- 
placed from an agricultura! holding the grant 
would be increased to 50s. In regard to rents, 
consideration would be given to the ability 
of people to pay, and in the majority of cases 
it was estimated that the reut would be two 
shillings per week less than those charged 
under the existing scheme. 

WORST FEATURE. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that all 
parties were agreed as to the urgency and 
extent of the slum problem, and the necessity 
for finding some remedy for it. The question 
was an extraordinarily diffeult one, The 
worst feature of the slums was overcrowding, 
and if there was no overcrowding the diffi 
culties would be more than halved. It 
was this feature which had caused local 
authorities rightly to concentrate on the pro- 
vision of new houses. 

He had no desire to criticise the bill in a 
party spirit, but with a sincere desire to im- 
prove it and make it more practical. He 
saw nothing in the bill to make anybody's 
hair stand on end, and it was certainly not 
the kind of bill they would have had if Mr. 
Wheatley had been in office. (Laughter.) It 
could not be described as revolutionary, as 
it contained practically nothing that was 
new and original. Nearly half of it was a 
re-statement of existing legislation. 

He was sorry the measure contained no 
provision for town-planning, and the provi- 
sions as to compensation were, in his opinion, 
harsh and unjust. Because wrong had been 
on the Statute Book since 1919 was no reason 
for keeping it there for ever. 

MISS LLOYD GEORGE. 

The feature of the debate was the Parlia 
mentary début of Miss Megan Lloyd George. 
Following Mr. Chamberlain, she was warm), 
cheered from all parts of the House. Her 
maiden speech was a very creditable per- 
formance, and though she had a handful of 
notes, it was rarely she had occasion to con- 
sult them. She early created a laugh by 
alluding to a sentence in Mr. Chamberlain s 
speech to the effect that the provision of 
houses might be made for spinsters who did 
not intend to marry. 

“I think,” said Miss Megan, “ that that 
is rather a gamble, and, in any event, they 
would be aged persons before they came to 
that conclusion, or certainly before they 
meant to keep it.” 

She regarded the bill as a broad and 
comprehensive measure, and, as Liberals, they 
congratulated the Minister for having come 
to close grips with the problems of the slum. 
There had been many housing bills before the 
House, but the present one was the most 
finely balanced. She was glad the rural 
problem had secured more prominence in the 
bill than was the case in past legislation, but 
still it did not go quite far enough to please 
her. The proposed subsidy was not nearly 
sufficient. She quoted many examples of bad 
housing cenditions in the rural areas of North 
Wales. In some cases it was not necessary 
to look through the windows to see the stars, 
and it was not necessary to go outside to get 
wet, (Laughter.) She urged the Govern- 
ment to use the powers contained in the bill 
to the fullest possible extent, because, after 
all, the housing problem was not a mere 
problem of comfort, but of life—life in its 
fullest sense. (Cheers.) | 

The House adjourned at 11.25.

leader of the Opposition. He thought it 
very desirable, alii, that they should 
know exactly what they were committed 
to, because these commitments. were 
matters of peace and war.

YESTERDAY’S TALKS IN 
LONDON. 

A special meeting of the British Cabinet 
was held at No. 10 Downing street yester- 
day. It is understood that it was 
summoned to consider the present situa- 
tion of the Naval Conference, and that Mr. 
Macdonald presented a draft formula ‘a 
regard to interpreting the meaning of 
Article 16 of the Covenant of the League

The chief experts of Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan met at St. 
James's Palace vesterday to pursue their 
work of eliminating technical difficulties 
of a minor character in the proposed 
three-Power agreement. 


ITALY AND ARTICLE 16. 


Rome as soon as possible—either at the 
end of this week or the beginning of next 
—as the Budget of his department :s 
imminent. This was one of the reasons 
for his meeting. yesterday with Mr. 
Macdonald. 

The Press Association understands froin 
authoritative sources that the question of 
the formula re-interpreting Article 16 of 
the Covenant was not discussed at all by 
Signor Grandi and the Prime Minister. 

Signor Grandi reaffirmed the Italian 
position respecting his Government's 
willingness to agree to a naval holiday in 
capital ships, which would give France a 
battleship superiority of about one 
hundred thousand tons. Italy, he pointed 
out, was also willing to consent to a 
French superiority in special ships. 

Signor Grandi reaffirmed his Govern- 
ment’s demand for theoretical parity with 
France at whatever figure, maintaining 
again that Italy would not attempt to 
build up to that figure. 


ATTITUDE UNCHANGED. 

With regard to the formula, Italy’s 
position remains unchanged. The Italian 
delegation hold the view that this Con- 
ference is not competent to discuis some- 
thing affecting the Covenant of the 
League, but that such a matter should be 
the ¢oncern of the whole Council of the 
League. 

An Italian spokesman explained to a 
Press representative that, if any formula 
were agreed upon, it would be purely an 
Anglo-French affair. Italy would not 
share in it, and it would form no part of 
any five-Power agreement. Neither would 
it form part of any discussion of a five- 
Power agreement with which Italy was 
identified. 


FEELING OF OPTIMISM. 

If the French, their claim for security 
satisfied, discussed a five-Power agreement 
without raising the question of parity, 
then the ‘discussion could proceed with 
Italy either an anxious or helpful 
participator. 

In Italian delegation circles there is a 
feeling of optimism that a five-Power 
agreement may be reached on minor 
matters. if this is done, then the peculiar 
Franco-Italian position could be discussed 
directly between the two countries. 

Signor Grandi,~according to the Press 
Association, holds the view that his 
Government can reach agreement with the 
French Government, but not at this 
Conference. 


“A STRAIGHT TALK.” 


Grandi and M. Dumnesnil, the 
Minister of Marine, which followed the 
talks between Signor Grandi and Mr. 
Macdonald, was described as ‘‘a straight 
talk.” All points of difference between 
the French and Italians were traversed, 
not excluding political matters. 

Mr. R. L. Craigie, of the Foreign Office, 
paid a visit to-night to the French delega- 
tion.

THE COMMONS STATEMENT.

Locker-Lampson obtained leave to move 
the adjournment, and it was felt that, 
in these circumstances, the Conservative 
front bench had taken upon itself a 
serious responsibility. 

Later in the afternoon these considera- 
tions crystallised into a decision not to 
press the issue to a debate when the 
motion came on for discussion.

EDUCATION IN 
THE NORTH. 
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THE AMENDING BILJ, 
IN PARLIAMENT. 
ATTITUDE OF 

CHURCHES. 
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‘The Northern House of Commons will be 

occupied almost exclusively this week with 
educational matters. ‘To-day the estimates ol 
the Ministry of Education, and educational 
services, will afford members a wide latitude 
in discussing educational policy and ad- 
ministration. ‘To-morrow will be devoted to 
the second reading of the Amending Educa- 
tion Bill, which will probably be moved by 
the Prime Minister, who introduced the 
measure, 

As the Roman Catholic Church has already 
given a hostile reception. to the measure, It 
will be strongly opposed in all its stages by 
the Nationalist Members of Parliament. They 
will contend that, while the new bill provides 
for simple Bible teaching for Protestant 
children in schools built by, or transferred 
to, the education authorities, no arrangements 
are made to meet the special position of the 
Roman Catholic schools, which will not be 
transferred to. the education authorities, 
although Roman Catholic ratepayers will have 
to contribute. to the upkeep and maintenance 
of all schools under the control of the educa. 
tion authorities. On the other hand, those 
who support the amending bill maintain that 
the same atrangements are available for 
Roman Catholic schools as for other schools 
if the same conditions are accepted. 

THE EDUCATION COMMITTEES. 

The Protestant Churches generally are 
favourable to the amending bill, which goes 
a long way to meet the claims put forward 
by the United Committee of the Protestant 
Churches and the Orange Order, . 

Clause 1 gives power to the Ministry to 
nominate up to 25 per cent. of the members 
of borough and regional committees, in order 
to give representation to those transferring 
schools. In view of the fact that fully 2 
per cent. of the cost of education, since de- 
rating was introduced, is now met trom 
Government funds, it is rather surprising that 
the Government has not retained power to 
nominate a larger percentage of the member- 
ship of education committees, and that 
representation has not been provided for 
those with special knowledge and interest 
in education, in addition to the representatives 
of transferrers of schools. Such = an 
clement upon education committees would 
make fora more satisfactory educational system, 
In some districts already voluntary effort im 
secondary education is being eliminated by 
the advances made by education committees, 
and many interested im secondary education 
are of the opinion that the Government 
would be wel! advised to take powers to pro- 
vide representation of this character upon 
the committees. 

LOCAL COMMITTEES. 

While it appears to be the aim of the 
amending bill, as far as possible, to provide 
local school committee for every school, it 
is not made sufficiently clear in the new 
measure, and a number of schools may be 
grouped together without the consent of the 
transferrers of schools, some of whom night 
prefer a separate local management com- 
mittee. Some regional educational com- 
mittees have conceded local management 
committees for each of the schools. Many 
who have not yet transferred the schools 
with which they are associated are of the 
opinion that on transfer a local school com- 
rnittee should be established if desired by 
the traa:ferrers. More definite powers of 
management should also be given to these 
local management committees. At present 
in some areas their existence is virtually 
ignored, and the administration of the 
Education Act is regarded as exclusively a 
matter for the director of education for the 
urea and the teachers. 

The powers and responsibilities of the 
education authorities (the corporations in the 
boroughs and the county councils im the 
counties) and the education committees 
which they set up would also appear to 
require to be more clearly defined.

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AVIATION IN 
IRELAND. 


POSSIBILITIES IN THE 
FREE STATE. 
AN UNDEVELOPED 
FIELD. 


—_-—_-_ > -—--- 


With the object of showing that it 1s 
possi.le for lveland to establish herself as 
one of the leading aeronautical nations, Mr. 
Desmond B. McAteer, A.R.C.Se.I., delivered 
an interesting lecture on '“ Aviation and 
Engineering, before the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland, at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. i 

Dealing with the production of aircraft and 
the provision of facilities for flying, Mr. 
McAteer said that in most of its aspects 
aviation depended on engineering. When 
aircraft fly from point to point it was only 
fitting that the engineer should supply the 
landing facilities, the sheltery for the aircraft, 
the aids to aerial navigation and the aircrait 
itself, 

If this country wished to play any better 
than a tenth rate part in aviation it was 
imperative that she should. be up and doing 
without delay. The only agitation for avia- 
tion development here at the-moment came 
from two small but entfiusiastic bodies: the 
Army ‘Air Corps and the Irish Aero Club. 
The first was concerned mainly with pilotage 
and navigation; the second had a much wider 
scope, but like many other amateur bodies it 
found great difriculty in carrying its aims 
into effect. There was plenty of room in the 
undeveloped field of aviation in Ireland for 
many engineers to interest themselves, and, 
perhaps, to earn a living. 

One of the largest sections of an engineer's 
work in connection with aviation was the 
location, preparation and maintenance of 
aerodromes and seadromes. 

Continuing, Mr. McAteer said :—‘‘ At the 
end of the war aviation development for 
military purposes was proceeding at a great 
pace in Great Britain, with the result that 
numerous aeredromes were established in 
Great Britain and five main military aero- 
dromes and about sixteen landing grounds in 
Ireland. It is probable that none of the 
Irish aerodromes is suitably located from the 
commercial point of view. The require- 
ments of an aerodrome from a flying point of 
view are that it shall be easily accessible, 
large, firm, flat and well marked. Acces- 
sibility means that the aerodrome is not sur- 
rounded by hills, trees. buildings. overhead 
wires or interfered with by currents of air 
from hills or valleys in the neighbourhood. 
rhe site should not be subject to mist or fog. 

‘‘ The suitable size of an aerodrome appears 
to be a circle of about 1,000 yards diameter. 
[his can be regarded as an ideal, and an 
area giving clear runs in every direction of 
600 yards would be satisfactory. In small 
docks with awkward entrances vessels are 
liable to damage themselves by hitting the 
quays or each other in getting in or out or 
turning; so, too, in a small aerodrome the 
probability of minor mechanical mishaps is 
greater, 

LANDMARKS. 

“The surface of an aerovome requires to 
be sufficiently firm to support the machines 
making use of it in all weathers, If, in its 
soitest condition, the aerodrome “will allow 
a fully laden 3-ton lorry with solid tyres to 
be driven across it without the wheels sinking 
it should be firm enough for use by aero- 
planes. Of course, a badly drained surface 
is capable of improvement, and the possibility 
and cost of such drainage require to be con- 
sidered when choosing the site. Marking of 
an aerodrome requires, first of all, that there 
should be some large landmarks in the neigh- 
bourhood from which the pilot with the neces- 
sary instructions can find his way to the 
aerodromes; and, secondly, the outline of the 
aerodrome and the position of landing areas 
and hangars should be clearly defined. 

‘With the gradually expanding range of 
heavier-than-air crait the flying boat is likely 
to be increasingly used for oversea flights. 
The flying boat, like the land plane, requires 
facilities for alighting. Areas of sheltered 
water, called seadromes, devoted practically 
exclusively to the use of flying boats, must 
He found where it is required to terminate 
air routes. The position will require to be 
as near as possible to ports. An area of 
sheltered ach mm giving a run of at least a mile 
in all directions seems to be indicated by the 
performance of present-day flying boats. 
Such an area would be very expensive to pro- 
vide artificially, and, therefore, must be 
sought for ready made. The general require- 
ments of an aerodrome as regards obstruc- 
tions when the machine is taking off apply 
here also; it is, perhaps, important to note 
that deep water is not required. 

** Cities which wish to remain up to date 
must provide their own aerédromes in the 
future. ‘The practice of aviation has not vet 
reached the point where it is necessary for 
ports to provide seadromes, but for certain 
types of ports in the future seadromes may 
become an absolute necessity. Besides trans- 
port, there are other services that can be pro- 
vided better by flying boats than by land 
‘planes, and it may shortly become essential 
even for a small political entity like the Irish 
Free State to have flying boats and seadromes 
to accommodate them. The possession of 
natural seadromes, like the possession of 
natural harbours, will become an economic 
asset to the country, 

AERODROME EQUIPMENT. 

The primary equipment required on an 
aerodrome is shelter for aircraft ; the provision 
of such shelter presents many engineering 
problems. Like some other engineering pro- 
blems, it first of all requires the gift of 
propheey ; in this case it is necessary to fore- 
tell what size and shapes aircraft may take 
in the future. Having decided this, the 
necessary buildings have to be designed, sited 
and constructed. The orientation and lay-ont 
of the hangars on the Irish military aero- 
dromes are quite successful. 

“ Additional to hangars, airports require 
accommodation for a staff, pilots, passengers 
and visitors. Then repair shops and fuel 
dépdts are required. A wireless installation 
is necessary for meteorological services and 
direction finding work. It may be interest- 
ing to note also that the International 
Chambers of Commerce sitting at The Hague 
in 1929 recommended that there should be in 
each country free airports—that is, airports 
customs free—with stores, dépéts and facili- 
ties for repairing and refuelling aircraft. This 
idea opens up big possibilites. 

‘Commercial aviation means that aircraft 
have to fly safely and accurately through 
darkness and fog. These conditions. impose 
further requirements on airports, and also in- 
troduce the necessity for ‘ airways.’ 

“It is probable that the main airway of 
the future will be a path along which aircraft 
will be guided by wireless ‘ leader’ signals. 
A signal in the machine will indicate any 
deviation from the correct path. This method 
is used to some extent at present in the 
U.S. A. Powerful lights are also used. Out- 
lying airports and other positions are 
equipped with radio beacons which transmit 
a signal which gives the pilot of an aircraft 
his bearing from the beacon. With two or 
three beacons in range the pilot can plot his 
position.”’ 

Having dealt in some detail with the aero- 
plane itself, Mr. McAteer said:—‘‘ A use of 
aerial surveying very similar to one of its 
uses during war-time would be to keep re- 
cords of coast erosion. Where erosion takes 
place rapidly frequent, ground surveys become 
expensive, bot’ the aeroplane. once on the 
spot can do the work in a few minutes, and 
has the advantage that it can catch the tide. 
as it were, in a static condition. A ground 
party working slowly along does not get a 
true position for high water at any time.” 

In conclusion, he said that it was high 
time that we put a few Irish routes on the 
air map of Europe. It would pay indirectly, 
if not directly. á : 

THE LONDON-DUBLIN SCHEME. 

Colonel Russell, proposing a vote of thanks 
to Mr. McAteer, said that what they wanted 
in practical flying was a satisfactory instru- 
ment to allow of flight in fog or under 
Weather conditions that prevent the pilot 
from seeing the ground. In connection with 
the Trish civil aviation movement, he looked 
upon the Dublin-London scheme as one that 
was thoroughly economic.

Chairman said :—Ladies and Gentle- 
men-—As I mentioned when addressing you 
last year, the firm of Harland and Wolff was 
established in Belfast ove: three-quarters of a 
century ago, and has long been universally 
recognised as one of the reatest (if not - 
greatest) shipbuilding anc engineering esta 
lishments in the world : 

Thanks to our up-to-date equipment, oul 
unrivalled geographical sites 1D some of the 
chief industrial centres, an the skill. and 
application of our staff and men, we have so 
far weathered successfully the most prolonged 
and abnormal period ‘of depression that the 
industry has perhaps ever known. 


OUTPUT. . 

I am pleased to say that, notwithstanding 
statements which have received some publicity 
concerning the position of other shipbuilding 
companies, our firm's output of vessels for 
1929 exceeded that of any other shipbuilding 
organisation in the world. The output from 
the yards of Harland and Wolff in 1929 was 
over 145,000 Board of Trade gross register 
tons, which, together with the outpat of the 
two yards of our subsidiary companies, makes 
a total of 172,000 gross register tons of 
vessels for the year. 

The output of the Engineering Works of 
Harland and Wolff and its subsidiaries for 
the past year was. over 182,000. indicated 
horse power of marine engines, which has by 


far the greatest British marine engine output. 
THE ACCOUNTS. 


In presenting the. accounts for the past 
year the directors feel that the results, .w ch 
again show considerable improvement over 
the previous year, are satisfactory, especially 
in view .of the prolonged joiners’ strike at 
Belfast last vear, but for which we should 
have dune stil] better. After paying the divi- 
dend on the First Preference shares and pro- 
viding no less than £300,000 for depreciation 
of fixed’ assets and £115,615 for depreciation 
credit balance of 
£132,307, which we propose to carry forward, 
The reserve remains unchanged at £1,000,000. 
In these days the accounts of industrial 
undertakings are examined somewhat critt- 
cally, but I think that those responsible for 
carrying on the industries of the country are 
entitled to ask that a comprebensive view 
should be taken on such questions as depre 
ciation, etc. I have always attache" great 
importance to the writing off of adequate 
amounts for depreciation, but when, In good 
times, valuations. have been considerably 
reduced, this fact should not be lost sight of 
when adverse conditions prevail. Ín. our 
case large amounts have been specially 
written off in the past, and it 1s satisfactory 
that in the year under review, notwithstand. 
ing the difficult conditions, we have been 
able to set aside the substantial sum of 
£300,000 for denreciation of our fixed assets. 

CONSERVATIVE FINANCE. 

As the result of this conservative financial 
policy the book value of the shipbuilding 
yards, marine engine works, foundries, and 
repairing establishments now represents very 
little more than the amount expended on 
enlarging and bringing the works up-to-date 
since the war. This indicates in a striking 
manner the modern character of our works 
and equipment. I would like specially to 
draw the attention of the shareholders to the 
fact that there is no amount in the books 
representing goodwill, which is a very 
valuable asset, and also that the~ company 
has no debentures or other charges on its 
assets. The loan of £1,500,000 advanced 
under the Trade Facilities Acts in 1922 has 
now been reduced to £1,044,000. 

WORK IN HAND. 

At Belfast all our slips are occupied, 
whilst at Govan four. out of the seven slips 
are also occupied. While the volume of 
work in hand is fairly satisfactory under 
present circumstances, it 1s still difficult to 
obtain fresh orders at reasonable prices and 
on satisfactory financial terms. : 

Repair Works.—The repair works at Liver- 
pool and Southampton have been well 
eccupied throughout the year. At the 
repair establishment at Woolwich the volume 
of work handled is steadily. increasing, and 
it is gratifying that a substantial amount of 
business has been developed by the construc- 
tion of dumb barges for use on the Thames. 

Steel and. Coal.—Our important interests 
in. steel and coal undertakings have not paid 
anv dividends during the year, although 
these companies made small profits. 

WAGES AND SOCIAL SERVICES. 

As stated in the report, apart from its 
large subsidiary companies, the company at 
its shipyards, engine works and repair 
establishments paid in wages during the year 
1929 over £3,750,000. In rates we paid over 
£68,000, and for health and unemployment 
insurance and workmien’s compensation over 
£107,000. I think you will agree that these 
figures form a substantial contribution from 
one firm to the industrial activity, as well 
as to the social services of the nation 
Notwithstanding this, as mentioned in the 
directors’ annual report, over six million 
pounds of share capital is not at present 
receiving any remuneration in the way of 
interests or dividend, 

The combined firms of Harland and Wolff 
and its subsidiary companies are now employ- 
ing over 40,000 men, or nearly 9,000 more 
than they were employing six years ago. 
Moreover, it should be borne in mind that 
in this key industry employment is afforded 
to a high class of skilled men in the different 
trades. It also includes the training of 
apprentices, and is thus a most important 
national asset. Consequently, those responsible 
for large organisations such as ours may 
claim to be doing much to maintain the 
national efficiency now, and to ensure its con- 
tinuance in one of our oldest and most vital 
incustries., 

FINANCIAL FACILITIES FOR SHIP- 

BUILDING INDUSTRY. 

An important factor in the maintenance ot 
this great national industry is the necessity 
for the continuance of those facilities for 
finance which in the past have helped so 
materially, and which cannot be dispensed 
with in these days of extended credit, when 
in so many cases companies placing orders 
look to the shipbuilder to assist in financing 
the work of construction.

‘The chairman sat like a sphinx and let 
Hatry talk, and in the end Hatry told the 
chairman that if he would come into the 
merger he would make him king of the iron 
trade. 1 sat by uncomfortably. Hatry was 
a verv plausible gentleman, but I have had 
experience as a criminal pleader, and had an 
uncomfortable feeling that all was not nght, 
and that he was too sweet to be natural. 
Nething came of the proposals. and later the 
directors were annoyed, finally passing a 
resolution of disapproval. If we had got 
into Hatry’s hands, we would have beeh in a 
bonny mess,” coucluded Mr. Macquisten. 

Mr. James, replying, said that he was a 
believer in amalgamations for the tron trade 
as the only way they could bring about 
economies essential to the trade. Ht was true 
he had beer in negotiations with Hatry on 
behalf of the Barrow Company, but not on 
behalf of the Millom Company. He main- 
tained that he had done what was right. If 
the same circumstances occurred again, he 
wculd do it again to his dying day.

PRISON FOR ARSON, - 


TIME TO APPEAL EXTENDED. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN, and MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
An application was made in the Court of 
Criminal Appeal on behalf of John. Keir, a 
farm labourer, of Blairstown, Castlefin, 
County Donegal, tor an extension vf time to 
apply for leave to appeal from his conviction 
by a jury at Lifford Cirevit Court and 
sentenced by Judge Gleeson to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, on 
a charge of arson. It was alleged that he 
burned a quantity of hay and straw, the
